VOICE YOUR DISSENT 


The Nixon cutback of the anti-poverty programs is done 
in the name of “new federalism. It has been submitted to 
the people as areduction in Big Government and a return to 
localism and voluntarism. In effect， its object is to balance 
the budgeb dismantle ineffective social services, and to pro- 
vide more money for the military. Besides, fragmentation of 
current federal programs is highly questionable as to its 
effectiveness in achieving Professed aims. As noted by lead- 
ing American historian Henry Steele Commager，history 
shows that only the national governinent has the constitu- 
tional authority，the financial resources,， the administrative 
talent and the statesmanship to deal with major Problems 
on anational scaje. 

Closer to home，Chinese-Americans are feeling the cuts 
deeply. Our elderly, young, and mothers are particularly hit.

The agent a young sailor，has helped 
gather evidence which has sent Several drug 


runners to jail. 


For the past five weeks, he has visited bars， 
massage parlours, restaurants and nightclubs, 


mostly in Wanchal where drugs are known to 


be available. 

The agent was made available by U.S. 
authorities after at least Seven young 
Americans died of heroin overdoses last year. 

Alarmed at the death rate of Americamn 
Servicemen in Hongkong U.S officials 
believed a Negro undercover man -would be 
able to help Hongkong detectives im the war 
on drugs. 

Results of the combined Hongkong- 
American drug offensive are believed to have 
been good, reliable sources Say.

They were Chief Inspector Trevor Hutchings 
and Inspector, Alan Chappell. 


Insp. Hutchings told. the court of one of the 
problems detectives face 一 outining how 3a sallor， 
pockets crammed with money earned but unspent 
at Sea could tempt Wanchai people into crime， 
offering 40 times as much money for a packet of 
heroim as Hongkong people pay. 

This _ evidence resujlted in the defence counsel 
congratulating the two policemen for giving the 
most honest evidence he had ever heard. 

One of the major problems facing police im 
combatting drug sales in Wanchal the Post-Herald 
WwWas told by reliable sources，was the huge profits 
which can be made by people who are normally 
law abiding. 

They know heroin can be bought from a 
rickshaw driver or a doorman at an apartment 
house for $3HK. 

They are offered up to $120 for the“three 
dragon Smoke” packets bought by Hongkong 
addicts for $3. 


Because of this，bargirls and others who come 
into_contact with many American Sailors are 
tempted to make quick money by becoming“one 
time only”drug dealers.
